:ounting the tourists. 
W ith th e tourists ad d ed , our city p robably has a 
lopulation at this tim e of y ear of not less than 8.000 persons, w hich 
vould ra n k us second o n ly to R iverside. 
H ow ever, for the sake of being 
o n serv ativ e w e w ill say th a t C orona ra n k s second and P alm S prings 
hird w ith a population of 5,336. 
A t fo u rth place on o u r list w e w ould p la c e B anning. 
A survey m ade 
•ecently at th at city by in te re s te d citizens in a position to know , placed 
he p o p u latio n of B an n in g a t 4.666. 
B an n in g has 1262 co n n ec ted w ater m eters, and 3Vz persons per m eter 
would place the p o p u latio n of th a t city at 4.417. 
B anning has 1.404 elec-

REPORT ACTIVITY 
LIONS CLUB 
BLIND COMMITTEE 
The grand work being 
accom­ 
plished by the Palm Springs Lions 
Club on behalf of the blind and 
folks suffering eye ailments, both 
in the village and outside of Palm 
Springs, was revealed in a report 
made recently by the blind commit­ 
tee of that organization. 
The committee’s report follows, | 
but actual names have been omit­ 
ted for obvious reasons. The work 
was done among needy persons and 
covers a period of time less than 
one year.Committee Report 
Case 1—Boy. His glasses were 
paid for by the Lions Club. He was 
certificated by the Crippled Chil­ 
dren's Bureau and through the bu- j 
reau's efforts he had a strabismus 
operation in August, 1938. The op­ 
eration improved his appearance 
and indirectly his behavior and at­ 
titude have improved. 
Case 2—Girl. She had a refrac­ 
tion and was fitted to glasses in 
March, 1938. Her teacher reports a 
marked improvement from month 
to month. 
Case 3—Boy. He had a refraction 
and was fitted with glasses. This 
boy was near-sighted, besides hav­ 
ing a strabismus. 
The glasses 
straightened the eye to a great ex­ 
tent—so much so that the doctors 
felt an operation was not necessary. 
The boy must wear his glasses be­ 
cause of his near-sightedness. 
Case 4—Girl. She was refracted 
and received her glasses in Decem­ 
ber, 1938. 
The blind fund now has a balance 
of approximately $20 in the treasury 
and the following cases have been 
submitted to the committee by the 
school authorities for attention: 
Case 1—Boy, aged 8. Father, la­ 
borer. Three children in the family. 
This child has a squint. On Octo­ 
ber 6. 1938. he was examined by 
Dr. Berke. and glasses were pre­ 
scribed. The application for care 
under the Crippled Children’s Bu­ 
reau was sent to the county health 
department. The father cannot af­ 
ford to buy the glasses. 
• 
Case 2—Boy. aged 10. Father, 
stone mason. Six children in the j 
family. This bay was examined in 
the orthopedic clinic and an opera­ 
tion was advised. Mother will not 
consent to operation. 
Case 3—Girl, aged 9. Father, 
gardener. Three children in the 
family. This child tests, right eye 
20 30. left eye 20 40 The teachers 
feel this child could do better in 
school if her eye condition was cor­ 
rected. 
Marches in Parade 
The great work being done by the 
blind committee of the Lions Club 
was further demonstrated 
today 
when Dr. W. A. Christensen of Los 
Angeles, totally blind head of the 
National Eye Dog Association, Inv„ 
led by his dog. Alamo II, marched 
in the Desert Circus Parade on be­ 
half of the Lions Club. The Nation­ 
al Eye Dog Association is a non­ 
profit organization for the training 
of guide dogs. 
Purchase Guide Dog 
Early last fall the local Lions 
Club spent nearly $500 to purchase 
a leader dog for Fred Souleles, to­ 
tally blind Los Angeles college stu­ 
dent. The boy has since found it 
possible to marry, and gets around 
the city very well with the aid of 
his leader dog.

needs w ere developed and handled 
by our C ham ber of Commerce in a 
generally satisfactory m anner for a 
num ber of years, and so long as our 
village rem ained a com m unity of a 
few 
hundred 
people. 
But Palm 
Springs has now outgrow n 
these 
conditions. 
Prior to incorporation, .we. were 
com pelled to look to the county and 
our districts for every governm ental 
service rendered our citizens, and, 
as we grew it became more’ 
and 
more difficult to secure w hat serv­ 
ice was available in a quick and ef­ 
ficient m anner. 
When you realize 
that our county governm ent 
has 
m any other problems and tasks be­ 
fore it from all over the county and 
cannot, even though it would, give 
more than a proportionate p art of 
its thought to the 
problem s 
and 
needs of Palm Springs, it is easy 
to understand why we should have 
felt the necessity for a more direct 
and local m eans of handling our af­ 
fairs. 
Prior to incorporation, we w ere 
denied the direct benefit for local 
needs of m uch of the taxes, fees 
and fines collected from our citizens 
and property owners. 
We could get 
no share of the state gasoline tax 
fund for the im provem ent of 
our 
roads. 
O ur court fines were paid 
in Banning. 
No part of the liquor 
and dance license feeds paid to the 
county or the state came back to us 
in local benefits. 
Even our police, 
fire and sanitary districts could not 
serve the area into which our com ­ 
m unity had developed because they 
do not cover the entire area of our 
city. There was no satisfactory way 
in which w e could work out or put 
into effect a plan for the developm ent 
of our com m unity that would ex­ 
press the best thought of our prop­ 
erty ow ners as a means of m aintain­ 
ing for our village that character 
and charm which has m ade it fa­ 
mous the w orld over. 


All these restrictions and difficult­ 
ies under the rem ote control of a 
busy county governm ent created the 
absolute need for the establishm ent 
of a local governm ent interested in 
and devoting its tim e exclusively to 
the problem s and needs and set vices 
of Palm Springs alone. Only through 
incorporation was the establishm ent 
of a local governm ent possible. 
No hum an agency has ever prov­ 
ed itself perfect in the face of all 
requirem ents, yet no 
one 
would 
subscribe to the idea th at govern­ 
m ent itself should be destroyed be­ 
cause some of those who 
govern 
m ake mistakes. 
You would not destroy a building 
because a pane of glass in one of 
its windows was broken. 
You would not destroy the only
